GOVERNMENT IN ORDER TO PAY BRENNAN'S EXPENSES AND BERNARD INTENDS 
TO SO ADVISE MAHONEY. IF STEELWORKERS ASK DEPARTMENT TO DESIGNATE 
BRENNAN AS SECOND US REP (IN ADDITION TO IRVING BROWN), MISSION 
SUGGESTS POSITIVE RESPONSE AS ENCOURAGEMENT TO GREATER 
AFL-CIO INVOLVEMENT NET EFFECT AT THIS MEETING WOULD BE THAT 
US WOULD HAVE TWO REPS, BROWN AND BRENNAN. BRENNAN'S EXPENSES
